The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

New  Shoreham  Port  Health  Authority, 

Madam  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1967. 

During  this  period  2,913  vessels  entered  the 
harbour,  with  a  total  of  1,303,330  n.r.t*  The  actual 
f igures  are  - 

1080  vessels  (including  87  yachts  and  7  H.M. 

Ships)  from  foreign  ports  (296,984  n.r.t.) 

1833  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (1,006,346  n.r.t.) 

This  shows  an  increase  of  35  vessels  from 
foreign  ports,  and  34  vessels  from  coastwise  ports. 

During  this  period  1080  vessels  from  foreign 
ports  and  654  coastwise  ports  were  inspected. 

368  vessels  from  foreign  ports,  and  34  from 
coastwise  ports  were  revisited. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good  in 
most  vessels. 

Timber  cargoes  continue  to  expand,  there  being 
an  increase  of  41  vessels  (12,389  n.r.t.) 

I NFECT 1 0U S  D I S EASE ._  A  very  strict  watch 

has  been  kept  on  all  ships  crews  from  infected  areas. 

2  seamen  were  landed  to  Foredown  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital.  One  with  chickenpox  and  one  with  pyrexia 
of  unknown  origin. 

VENERAL  DISEASE.  I  am  pleas ad  to  state  that 
the  incidence  of  V.D.  has  continued  to  go  down. 

RODENT  CONTROL.  All  vessels  from  foreign 
ports  are  examined  for  evidence  of  rats.  3  vessels 

from  the  continent  had  a  slight  infestation,  and  were 
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treated.  6  dead  rats  were  picked  up.  One  ne.et 
of  mice  was  found  in  a  "box  of  bulbs  and  destroyed. 
The  cargo  transit  sheds  are  treated  regularly  by 
the  rodent  operators  of  the  Councils  concerned.  I 
would  like  to  thank  them  for  their  prompt  and 
efficient  service. 


77  de-rat  exemption  certificates  were  issued  and 
14  rodent  control  certificates. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  3  oil  fired  steam  vessels 
cautioned  verbally  re  excessive  emission  of  smoke. 

HOUSE  BOATS.  Periodic  inspections  made 
of  the  house  boats  at  Shoreham  and  Southwick  -  3 
nuisances  reported  and  dealt  with. 


POOD  INSPECT  IQ_N_._  316  cargoes  or  part 

cargoes  of  food  inspected  totalling  48,069  tons. 

Pour  vessels  containing  meat  arrived  in  the  port  during 
November.  All  the  requirements  of  the  Pood 
Hygene  Regulations  with  regard  to  the  transport  and 
handling  of  meat  were  carried  out.  2  cases  of 
meat  were  condemned  after  falling  into  the  dock.
